The Overland Mall-. 
The overland California Mall is a fallure; 


or at the best a Goverpment play thing, which 
e rattle, makes a great deal of 
noise to very little purpote. Established and 
maigtsined at an immense cost, it has eon 
made to serve the purposes of Southern geo- 
tionalism by being carried over the most in- 
direct route ; and by methods of conveyance 
“which preclude the possibility-of the trans- 
mission of much more than a hat-full of mat- 
ter at each trip. Newspapers are excluded 
other ports on the Pacific, so as] wished to see 
as mach as possible, I boaght a ticket in her. 

When the day of sailing arrived, we went on 
board early, iu order to escape the rush and crowd. 
would be ou board and on the 
wharf. What a vain prec 
down it seemed as H all New York was there to 
dee us Off; every foot om board was densely 
crowded with bumau beings. The piers were 
crowded and packed with drays, carts, carriages 
passengers, porters, ladies and children 
speculators, loafers and idiers, policemen, etc. , all 
struggling to get on board, or trying to make as 
mack noise gs possible. If I was crowded on the 
wharf, I was crashed when I stood on the deck, 
to au exteut tuat I could scarcely breathe. Were 
these all passengers? Had the owners deceived 
us when thoy assured us that only six hundred 
tickets had been sold? These were the questions 
theard asked on every side, and I must confess 
that notwithstanding my experience in such 
scenes, I found myself asking the same questions. 
To make things werse, all kinds of rumors were 
floating about to the effect that the ship was in 
the hands of the sheriff, that the engines were 
worn out, that she had been conderaped, that her 
crew and officers had struck for wages, and upon 
the whole it was next toa certainty that she 
would never leave the wharf. I am since in- 
formed that these reports were put in circulation 
by rival steamship companies who feared the com- 
petition of the new line. 

As the time approached for sailing, the rigging 
of ships ia the neighborhood were filled with men; 
kandkerchiets were waved by fair hands; in every 
direction were seen people shaking bands and 
| giving te each other such embraces as are never 
given under other circumstances. Now a white 
vapor is seen issuing from the chimneys, a 
sort of suppressed, impatient rushing of | is 
heard —orders are given to baul in the plank— 
lines are cast off—the captain aud pilot stand on 
the wheel-house—all that multitade stand a mo- 
ment in silence—three strokes of a bell, a tremu- 
lous motion of the ship, the wheels turn, and she 
slowly moves from the wharf. Then went up 
such a shout as I have never heard before. The 
crowd sway about, wave their handkerchiels, and 
half of them are in tears. Ships and steamem 
dip their ensigns to us as we pass, and guns a. 
Gred in all directions as we steam rapidly down 
the bay. At dark we came to anchor at the Quar- 
antine, where all the passengers were required to 
show their tickets. This is usual on all steam- 
ships, and is necessary, as Many stow themselves 
away until the ship is too far from land to put 


weight, and nothing but a carpet bag or sad. 
die-pouch of letters are depended upon to 
defray the munificent sum with which the 
contractors are rewarded. The gentlemen 
who have undértaken to carry out the enter-

Thus, from Iodian 
Wells (without water, 82 miles; from Alamo 
(without water,) 22 miles; from eca Spring 
(without water,) $5 miles; from San Pedro 
ithout water,) 25 miles; from Apache Pass 
010 40 miles; from Stein’s Peak 
without Water,) 46 miles; from Soldier’s 
areweil (without water,) 42 miles; from Peeha- 
co (without water,) 52 miles; from Pinery 
(without water,)56 miles; from the Head of 
Sonoho (without water,) 70 miles, Whatever, 
therefore, may be the evergy of the contractors, 
and however successful Messrs. Wells, Fargo & 
Co. may be in making trips within twenty-five 
days for the present, and perhaps some months 
to come, we sabmit it, that the difficalties point- 
ed out will preclude them from treveling this as 
s summer route. Not cnfy will they tall behind 
contract time — behind Isthmus steamer time 
behind the Salt Lake mail time — but it will be 
out of their power to cross at all, without ma- 
king another immense detour still further South 
Mexico. It is no injustice, the 
to say, the present Overland Mail trips 
fer no guarantee of being kept up efficiently in 
the future. We believe they cannot, and that 
the failure will occur, not from default on the 
part of the men in charge of the undertaking, 
bat from the nature of the country through 
which it is made to go in violation of the direet
